shirts, collars, lumber, oatmeal and agri- 
cultural implements. Tho association 
also (loeiclcd not to continue tlio sub- 
scriiitiou to tlu! Labor Gazette publishi'd 
liy the fe'overuuieut, as its toudeuey was 
against employers in favor of omployoca, 
The association decided to recommend

Pekin, Nov. 7.— Li Hnng Chang died 
at 11 o'clock this morning. 

I'ekiu, Xov. (I. — Tlie doctors who visit- 
ed liiiii at 10 o'clock found biiii in good 
spirits, though e.vtreuiely weak, as the re- 
sult Of sitting up and-working in defiance 
of their instructions. When they called 
this luoruiiig tiiey fouifd him unconscious 
and sinking rapidly. It was aniiouuced 
at noon that Li Huui; Chung could hard- 
ly live three hours lougcr. ( 
The burial clothes have already been 
put on. The court yards of the Yameii 
is lilled witli life-sized paper liorscs ami, 
chairs with coolie bearers, which his 
friends are sending iu accordance witli 
tlio Chinese customs, to ho buried in 
order to curry his soul to Heaven, Sev- 
eral of tile juinisters ot the powers havo 
called to express sympathy. 

The Chinese otllcials are somewliat un- 
easy concerning tho effect his death will 
liave on the populace and to guard 
against a possilile anti-foreign demon- 
stration the Cliiiiese generals have dis- 
posed their troops about the city in sucli 
a way to eoinnmnd tho situation. Trou- 
ble, however, is extremely probable. Tho 
wife of ICarl lii and liis two sons and 
daugiiters were with him. They are dis- 
tressed. Chini'so olllcials throng tho 
Vainen. Telegrams have been sent suin- 
iiioiiing I'riiice Oiling, who is now on 
llis way to meet the court, aud Chou 
Fou, provincial treasurer, from Pao 
Ting Fu. 

The former will assume the formal 
charge of governmental affairs, nnd the 
latter will act as governor- of Chih-Li 
until Li Hung Cliang's successor, who 
will probably lie Yuan Clii Kai, is ap- 
pointed. 

iHobt. Coleman, an American doctor, 
who is one of the ]iliysicians attending- 
Earl iLi, told the correspondent oC the 
Associated I'ress that when he was 
called to net witli. Dr. Veld of the Ger- 
man legation, Xovenibor 1, he found tho 
latient ver.v weak from severe hemorr- 

lages due to ulceration of the stomach. . 
"Tho hemorrhages were readily con- 
trolled," said Br. Coleman, "but owing 
to the underlying condition ot chronic 
gastritis with persistent nausea, only 
the mildest liquid food could be digested. 
Yesterday he was cheerful and witliout 
pain, but at 2 o'clock this morning lie 
■liecame unconscious, and was nn longer 
able to get rid of tlie colleclion of 
nmcous wliicii he bad freely expectorat- 
ed. Death was cxjiected owing to the 
s.vmiitonis supervening upon gradual 
carbonic ncid poisoning. I'hrongliont the 
evening- dii.'italis was frequently admin- 
islered. Earl Li's iicrsistent refusals to 
refrain from attending to government . 
liiisiness aggravated ids malad.v .whiS 
the refusal of his family to permit cer- 
tain measures customary in Western 
medical prnctico for relieving tho stom- , 
ach contributed to bring his end." 

Li Hung Chang was one nf tlie most 
noted statesmen in tlio world, aud liv iiis 
travels came into contact with "western 
nations more tliaii any other Cliinaniaii 
ill an olllciai position. He was bom at 
IFo Fi'i Sliienii iu the Aiin-IIuei iiro- 
viiice. Feiii'iiary 1S2.'J. In ISCD bo 
co-operated with Cenerai (tlieii Colonel) 
t^iordon in suppressing the Taepiug re- 
bellion, being then governor of the 
Thinng-Sin province. Tho other Thiang 
province being added to his rule, lie 
was crentcd Viceroy of the United Coiun- 
tries. May, ISOo, The following year 
ho was appoiutod 'Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, and in 18(i7 Vicoro.v of Hong- 
Kuuug, and a Grand Chnuceilor in 1808. 
After the Tien-Tsin massacre in 1.870, 
ho was despoiled of bis titles, and other- 
wise punished on the charge of not as^ 
sisting the General In coniinand, but in 
1.'->72 tile tlien iOiiiperor restored liiin to 
favor and the nlllce of Grand Chancellor. 
I/i Hung Cliaiig was until recent years 
the Viceroy of the CMotropolitan pro- 
vinces of Po-Chili-jLi. aii.d as such was 
tiio actual ruler or chief administrator 
of tho Chinese Empire. Ho was a man 
of lilioral views, liad permitted coal- 
mining and coast steamer trafllc to be 
carried on by Bnglisii companies, and 
was the originator of the Chinese nav.v. 
During tho war witli Japan, General LI 
Hnng Cliang, though an old man, anil 
nioro tiian once discouraged and I'ii'*- 
gracod by the iCinpcror, bore the wiiohv 
burden of respousib'lity which in a con- 
stitutional country Avoiiid lie divided lie- 
tween various luinisti^rs. He porfoniieil 
the functions of a war tiiiuistf.v, marine 
.•ninistry and linance ministry, and that 
without any staff or civil service to 
assist him. The Shnpcror issued edicts, 
hut did not provide the means for carry- 
ing them out. On Li Hung Chang had 
devolved the task of providing means, 
whether in gross or in detail. Indeed, ho 
has been fitly described a.s the Atlas on 
whose shoulders the whole rotten fabrie 
of Chinese aiiministration rested for .'50 
years past. At the beginning of the

''They don't appreciate Canadians 
suflieiontly in ISugland, we are all Amer- 
icans," said Mr, Chas. E. Slater, presi- 
dent and general manager of tho Slater 
Shoe Company yesterday, as he chatted 
freely about his liiisiiiess trip to Kurop- 
ean centres. iU' has only lately re- 
turned frmu a triii to Lmidon and I'aris, 
made -with the object of e.vteiidiii^' the 
company's foreign business, with the re- 
sult that he is convinced that the only 
way t() pernianeiiily seeiiru a share of 
the British trade is to open n series of 
Sinter Shoe Stores, o.i the same sii('i;i;il 
system of sclliiiL,' and advertisiu.^' to the 
eoiisiimer direcl, as has made ihi' Slater 
shoe so well known and popular in ("an- 
adii. He siieut ahoiil si.\ weeks in in- 
vest itcat iiip,' the shoe trade and noted the 
trenieiiiliiiMis trade of the London Sh-.ie 
•Compuny, ami of do/.ens of others -who 
have as many as frmu To to I'llKI ret.'iil 
branches in different iiarts of the kiiu'- 
doiii. Till' l-Iii^'lish coniiitinies do their 
hoot and shoe liiisiiiess laixely on tlie 
nudtiiile sys'. lu; that is. a linn like 
Manlield. or l.illey Sl-inner o\vii many 
branches, hut sidling all kinds of boots 
instead of one special make or kind. 
There are no l-hi.irUsh Tnannftictiirers 
siieciali/.iuK like the Slater Shoe Com- 
pany, niakini; Cooiiyear v.-elted >-'oods 
J . alone, which are hound to reiilaco tlie 
! hand made slioe, as soon as their merits 
hceonic properly known to the public. 

"It is hard to reali^.e the possiliilities 
of the immense business tlieie is to 1^. 
done over there," said Jlr. .Slater, "and 
we would be foolish not to take advant- 
age of tho opportunity. 'Wo can land 
goods in ICngliiiid lu less time and for 
considerably less coat for transportation 
than we can in British Columbia, and 
just think for n moment of the difference 
in population." The lOanadian field ia 
limited, as is well sliowu by the export 
lesither business. The tanners of 'Can- 
ada shipped nine million pounds of sole 
leather to England last yonr. The Euk- 
lisli manufacturer is fast losing ground 
in his own country. There is no duty on 
boots and slmi's wiing into Bngland, and 
this, coupled witli the Kovernnient ri>bate 
to maniifac.'tiirers in Canada of 0(1 per 
cent, on foroif-'ii nialeiial used in nniin- 
faclure for export , made it plain sailing? 
for his company. TIii> ridiate applies to 
Bermuda and Australia as well as in 
other countries with which Mr. .Slater 
arrnnged for a^'eneies while in ryondon. 
which is, of course, tlu! centre of llie 
shiiipiiiK trade of the M-orld. 

Trade conditions, in boots and shoes 
especinll.v were very different from 
those in Canada. As a rule the stores 
were smaller, as niso were the stocks 
( airieil. 'I'liere the retnilers carry a muss 
of .'ill kiinls of sttifl', vacked in one shop, 
as Well as dis]ilayin:; so many dirferent 
kinds of t-'oods in the windows disiii'.; al- 
most every ineli of spacel, thai it is he- 
wilderiiii; to i>urcliasers. .\o exten.siv" 
.■idvertisimr was done by the retailers. 
Asked if a factory mi.irht be siicccssful- 
ly operated in Fu'-'Iaud on a basis sim- 
ilar to the one here. r. .Sinter said, the 
comlitions were such, tliat in his o|iiii;on 
it would be out of til" (luestioii for a 
,i;o<id mane yea>'s to ciltne. 

'I'he labiu- anions work to the ilisid- 
vanla.i.'e of the Fii,'4lisli iiia uiifaetiirer 
when lakiir4" inlo coa -idcr" I ion the <n- 
cret'se in imports. l'"or instance, the 
workiiKMi lire prohibited from making; 
more than a spccilied niimlier of lioots 
per d;iy. and arc vei-y arbitrary on the 
(inestion of the introilnctiou of new and 
improved nincliinery. P'enty of \\iirk- 
men were idle, diid lie believed that gen- 
eral deeiideiieo had set in tliroiigliont 
the manufaeturing industries. To use 
his own words, "Jthere are . rafts of 
American and .GertiiJip^obds.of nil kinds 
elbowing the EngliKTiimncIe goods out of 
business." Ho was compelled to smile at 
tlie utter lack of appreciation ot '~'iiiad- 
ian imln.stry. brnjng.;^nnd enterprise, in 
KiiLtland. .'WTiatbvoj "prestige Amorienn 
htisiness men had gained in. tho English 
iiiaiket veflceted' to the credit of Gan- 
adians, beciuse the averairo Britisher 
did not discriminate nt all between Cnn- 
idiinis and --Xmoricans,

;iiid tho captain and Snyder clutched the 
pilot house, while Uansonie held to 
siiine wreckage until exhansled, when he 
let go and sank. The engiueiM' then 
managed to get two pieces of rordwood 
iinil struck out for shore. He got with- 
in 200 feet from shore. v,-iien he was res- 
cued bv .Messrs. Clark and Ironsides.

our recollection is correct, the World 
printed Identical reports with the Colo-

-we are about to say. 

^Ir. Senilin was dismissed on Febru- 
ary 27tli, 1900. SpeakiiiK of the matter 
on Siimlay we said that lie resi^-iied, 
hut that is immaterial, the fact of the 
case 'being that he went out of olHce on 
tbo 27th. On the following day whllo 
the legislature was in s'^ssioii and Mr. 
.Tosi>pli LMartiii was iu his placi', -Mr. 
Turner asked: "How under tlie very 
peculiar conditions the. public depart- 
ments were being administered. Who 
were in charge since tlie late govi-rn- 
iiient had heeu relieved of dutyV lie 
held it would be most interesting and 
important to know who, if any oue, had 
been sworn in ns advisers to .His Honor, 
and in any event, who had charge of 
the public departments."

house would adjourn for another day, 
when it ^would bo fully informed as to 
what arrangenionts had boon made to 
carry on the government." Later in the 
same discussion Mr. Booth directed at- 
tention to the fact tliat there was no 
attorney-general to advise either the 
House or the Lloutewaut-govoinor. This 
was what took plneo on Fwbruary 28, aiid 
yet the AVorld expects us to accept Mr. 
■Mclnnes' recollection, wlieii he soys: 
"I myself ha-udod the dismissal to Mr. 
iScmliu's. secretary at 11:45 a. m. on 
(February 27, and at 5) o'clock the same 
evening Messrs. Martin, Yates ;.n(l 
Curtis wei'e sworn in. I was iii-csciit 
and witnessed their signatures in th'.' 
oath book." If Mr. Mblnnes is right 
in his recollection, then those' things 
follow: Mr. Martin sat in the legis- 
lature illegally and illegally to'ik part 
in its proceedings on the '^.Stli; he was 
guiltj' of an untruth when ho said that 
he was not iu a position to throw any 
light upriii the matter of tlie new gov- 
ernment, anil the inenibers of the Sem- 
lin cabinet were adiuiuisteriug tin ir 
several departments althiiiigh thtir suc- 



cessors liad been appointed and sworn 
ic. It is easier to suppose that Mr. 
Mclancs has confused matters in his re- 
colleetiou of what transpired twenty 
months ago than that what we liave 
just stated eoald have Otciirrcd. AVe 
may add that on the 2Sth, L\Ir. ^lartin, 
excusing himself to the House for not 
having been suoru In,' Said' "it was not 
customary for a premier to be sworn iu 
until he aniiouuecd at least two meiii- 
iiers of his cabinet." After the House 
adjourned on Wednesday, Mr. Martin 
gave out that Messrs. Yates and Curtis 
would enter his. cabinet, and tlicy wero 
sworn in on Thursday morning, as will 
appear from tlio following statement 
which appeared iu tbo Colonist of Fri- 
day: "Mr. Joseph Martin and his two 
colleague.'!, Mr, Yates, provlucial secre- 
tary, and 'Mr. Smith Curtis, minister 
of niiuos and 'finance, -were sworu iu 
yesterday morning in the Supreme court 
and at. once took charge ol their several 
departments." We thiuk this makes it 
abundantly clear that Air. iMartin, Mr. 
T. 'K. B. Aleliines and tiie AVorld are 
mistaken when they say that Aleasrs. 
Martin, Yates and 'Gurtis -were sworn in 
on the evening of the 27th of February, 
as they were in iioiiit of fact not .sworn 
in \uitil the miiniiiig of Marcli 1. If the 
World wants any further proof that 
both itself and its friends are In error, 
it might consult the Gazette ot .JIarcb 
1, in M-hieh it will find that the gentle- 
men nanied were not appolutud nieni- 
hers of the ©.xeutivo Council or to their 
rcspc'ctive departments until February 
2S, and the presumption is that this 
mast have been after the House "nd- 
journed, otherwise Mr. Souilin would 
not have said that ho and his colleagues 
continued to administer the department 
on that day, and Mr. 'Martin would not 
have participated in the iiroceeiliiig^^ of 
the lluuse. As we have saiil, all tliis is 
not particularly important, but perliap 
it may serve to convince the .World and 
some others of the ' un-wisdom of being 
too sure. 

The Xows-AdTertiser says that Ai'r 
Martin ami his colleagues were sworn 
in on tlie evening of I'diniary which 
is a second '•illustration of how mis- 
takes are made in the record ef luililic 
events," to niiote our contemporary' ^^ 
language, used apropos of .Mr. Midlines' 
statement. 

Mr. .Meliines contributes to the auuis- 
ing discussion th(> following letter, which 
was received after tho above was in 
type: 

I'^ditor Colonist,— I notice that a dis- 
pute has arisen between tho Colonitit. 
the News-.\dverlisor and tho AVorld as 
to tho date of the swearing in of the 
Martin cabinet. If the facts lie con- 
sidered of any importance in this little 
controversy, permit me to point out that 
the Colonist's recent statement that Air, 
.Martin was permited to carry on the 
u'overuinont for some time without an 
Expcutivo Council is (wholly incorrect, 
,'iiid the Xews-.Vdvertisor is wrong ns to 
ilN ilates. Air. .Martin did not assume 
any ollicial status whatever, or direct 
iiii.v d;iparluicnt, nnli! ho was sworn iu 
and when lie was sworn in Air. Smith 
Curtis and Air. A'ates were sworn in 
with him. The cereniony took place 
at Oovernniont House oii Wednesday 
evening, Feliriinrv 27, 1900.

Tho Only oonunont iiecos-snry to make 
on this letter, in addition to what has 
lieeii sail] above, is to mention that 
l'\'bruai'y 27, 1000 fell on Tuestlny. 

To dispose of the whole matter out of 
wiiich this rather amusing l.ssuc arose, 
the Colonist may point out that it novor 
objected to tho slight delay in filling 
the ollices which occurred at that time. 
It only made one editorial reference to 
it, and that was to sa.v that what was 
reasonable delay depeuiled uiion the cir- 
canistanei's of t!ie case, and it expressly 
declined to say whether or not tho delay 
had been nnreasonnble, which, from a 
jiaiier opposing Air.

TIIIII I>MFI':.VT OF TAAIAIAXY. 

Taniniany Hall plays such an import- 
ant part ill the politics of the United 
States that its ovt^rthrow iu tho muni- 
cipal election on Thursday is an event 
of national importance. A reader asks 
us if we will toll her just what Tam- 
many is. It is a political organiz.'itioii 
having its head(iiiartors iu the building 
known as Taniniany Hall. The Tam- 
many organization was originally a pure- 
ly friendly associiif ion, and It Is older 
than the United States. It has boon 
an incorporated society since ''iSO.'i. 'In 
1811 u political organization '\\-as formed 
having its hendqnartqrs in the 'Hall of 
the society, and has continued in exis- 
tence ever since. The social organiz.i- 
tion also ciintinues to exisi, but nllliongh 
the two are legally distinct, thoy .irx 
practically 6ne for politldal oiJrpojss. 
Tammany was the name of a Dolaware 
Iiiilian chief who sold ' — '-'to William 
l^'iin. Tammany Hall, ■which is the col- 
loquial name cf the unitcil nr.ganiza lions, 
first aftraotbd natiunni, 'and for that 
matter Ihtbniational, itttdn'tidn, in LSfj:?, 
when AVilliam Alarcy 'Tweed, better 
known as "liess TwcM'd," controlled ic 
and through it . the city of Xew York. 
For eight' years the ?ri\;oed.. Ring did n.i 
thoy pleased with New York mnnicijial 
iilTairs, robbing the city of millious of 
dollars through a fraudulent system of 
contracts. Tweed was arrested in 1S71 
on both civil aud (fcrithinnl processes, and 
after various vicissitudes died in Eud- 
low Street gaol. ' But ' Tweed's 'defeat 
'lid not overthriiw Tauiiiian.v, which 
reached the height of its power in l.SO:!. 
Avhen it cputK)lle(i;iev;pry.; important of- 
fice anil' every ehannel of piibllc expendi- 
ture in tho city. It 'was defeated in 
I.SDI. ^V!len the cities adjoining New 
York were placeil under one municipal 
govei-nment with New Y'ork itself, Tam- 
many succeeded in obtaining control 
of the goveruiu'eiit thus created, and held 
it until Tuesday. At tTie head of the 
'ii'i:aiiization for the last decade lias been 
Iticliard Crojier, n man of . reinarkalde 
organizing talents. Ho entered munici- 
inil politics a poor man, and ho is uow 
a very rich one. He has )iad no busi- 
ness except politics and the things 'wliich 
groat political iulluonce naturally brought 
h'.s way. It may "not bo' nedesshi-y to 
add that Tammany's nllUiations in fed- 
0.™ In^i'lff Ipi,' 1,'n VP nl ris'. liiiAii; :,wit.li'."tb<» 



Democratic party, although it has not 
always been iu sympatliy nvith ■what is 
known as the "straight Democracy." 

The cause of the overthrow of this 
powerful organization \:\ that Xc\v A'ork 
is passing through a spasui of muni- 
cipal virtue. There are some Augean 
stables to be cleansed, and tbe Fusiou- 
ists have iiledgod themselves to do the 
work. The details of tlie alKUiiinations, 
which have boon created under the pro- 
tection of Tammany, are not of general 
interest. It is sulllcieiit to .say that they 
enibrace every conceivable kind of cor- 
ruiition ami wickedness. Tho mass of 
the peoiile grew tired. They may not 
themselves all be any too virtuous, but 
Tauimany was too bad for them to stand. 
One of the (luestio^« with which the 
new governnieiit will Uavo to deal is 
the establishment Of places of aniuse- 
inent to which people can go 'without 
being in contact with every form of vice. 
It is seriously proposed to introduce 
what is kiiown as "tho (European Sun- 
day," to begin after church hours, and 
to provide places of resort to which re- 
spectable people can take their families. 
The alliance between tho iiolico and' the 
gambling element is to bo broken up, 
and generally an effort is to be made 
to make the city at least more out- 
wardly moral. The experimeut will be 
watched with great interest. 

Tho result of the election seems to 
make New Y'ork secure for the Repub- 
lican part.v at the next presidential elec- 
tion, but it is a little too soon to sjioak 
with certainty on this point. Tho people 
Of New York have shown before now 
that they can on occasion separate 
municipal from federal politics. Never- 
tlieless the loss of tho patronage by 
Tammany greatly cripples its hands in 
the federal contest, and this menus, a 
loss to tiie Demoera tic party. 

The Times tells us that tlic incouali- 
ties in federal representation, ■which we 

Iiointod out yesterday "are the work 
of a government which feared to trust 
the people." Our contompornry has a 
positively delicious fashion of making 
nii.stakes. The iuonualfties in question 
have existed from the begiiiuiug of Con- 
federation until the iiresont time, tliat is 
most of thom have. They are not due 
to that measure which our contempor- 
ary (^vould call "tho Gerrymander." They 
arose ciiiefly out of a desire to conform 
as far ns possible to tho lines of the 
constituencies existing in tho provinces 
before Confederation. The Gcrryraand- 
or, to once more employ n term of which 
our oonteniporary will approve, was de- 
signed to C(iiia!i7.e represeutntiou as far 
as possible. It Is not ab.solutely im- 
probable that the tramers of that mea- 
sure m.ay have endeavored to temper jus- 
tice to the public with mercy to them- 
selves, but the objection to tho distribu- 
tion made at that time was on geo- 
graphical gronuds and not because of 
numerical ineqnalltios. 

The N(dson Miner notes au improve- 
ment in the demand for good mining 
prospects, and s.iys that ■where a rea- 
sonable price Is asked for them "there is 
no trouWe in selliug n claim that has 
the ear marks of merit." It also says 
that, tile season's worl; has been very 
satisfactory to the iirospcctors.

AVEEKIiY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office, 30tli Oct. 
to .->th Xov., 1001. 

During tills period the weather throURh- 
out the province has been mostly overcast, 
and rain has fallen every day, while fur- 
ther north In Cariboo the teniiieratiire re- 
mained below freezliii; anil over one font 
of snow hud fallen by the close of llie 
week. This unsettled weather was ilue 
Klhlellv to the low temperature prevallliiL' 
over the Interior of the northern portion of 
this province, and the almost constant hov- 
«rInK of an extensive blith barometer area 
over the American Pacific slope. These 
conditions caused a tendency for moisture- 
laden sieitli westerly winils to blow towards 
tile coast and Selkirk riiu'^es. wli"re cnniliii^ 
In contact with the ci>lder onlllowliiK air 
from the Interior, pmduci'd snow on the 
highlands nnil the lar>;e ralnfiill on the 
lower Mainland. 

On the 31st of October Ihc- wind reached 
the force of a moderate ealo from the 
southeastward over fUe Straits of Oeoriria 
■and Fuca, and on Tuesday, November 5th 
a stronu Rale prevailed throughout Vancou- 
ver Islnnd and the lower Mainland durlnii 
the passnRo of a quickly moving ocean 
storm area across the province.

crop after crop, year after ye;ir, with- 
out fiiviiiLT tli;it t lioii.i.'lit of !it the same 
tiino ret^iiiiiiiR the fertility ot the soil. 
The tJoil, if Riven time, will iiatur;illy 
Riitlier fertility aRuiii. It is well to han- 
dle the cnltivatiou natiirall.v. Nature 
covers the earth witli a dense mass of 
Rrowtli. wliieli ye:ir after year aeoiinm- 
hites and rots and nourislies the snil 
URnin. 'i'lie old time method of suiiiiiier 
fallowiiiR has beiMi proved to be the most 
suicidal system to lie followed. flom- 
mereial fertilizers lo'e a failure. (Ireat 
Uritaiii, where the liiiest fariniiiR in the 
world is to be seen, lias reali/.il lliat. 
liarnyard luaiiiirc eoiitaiiis the elenieiils 
required for fertility.

In JJecembcr, 1S1)8, u piece of tlio ma- 
tei-iai used oy tne Iml.ans of J4ritlsli 
t'oliinibia as a siibstiiiite for soaji, was 
sent to the Botanical liaboratory, Ciiin- 
iir.ilRc, by Mr. ,|. It. Anderson, of the 
lle[iarl meiit of .ARriciiUure. 

l-.-i!'-!osi-d with this was a report upon 
tile material from Dr. Fletcher, who 
slated lliat l^'rof. .\Iacoun had iilentiUeit 
it ,is a I'olyporiis, allied to 1'. betiilinus, 
which had become chaiiRcd by its own 
mycelium Into punk. Dr. Fletcher ox- 
plained that the seroopy feeriiiR upon 
rubbing the soap between the fiiigers is 
due to tho presence of iiuaiitities of 
resin, also tliiit it burns freely with a 
stroiiR resinous odour ami iiinch lihick 
smoki-, in a similar manner to birch 
bark, iwliich aeconnts for its use by the 
children of the district as candles. With 
liol water, it .scarcidy produces a i.-ither, 
but rubs iij) like clay, and leaves a 
chalk-like deposit on the hands after 
drying. 

It is whitish cream in (.-olor, very fri- 
able, breaking into long, thin sir'aiiils, 
which seem to be. held together by frag- 
meiits of dead mutter. 16 the touch, it 
has a iiuioiis saponaceous feel, but as 
Dr. Fletcher remarked, does not uro- 
duee .'my ap|ireciable l;ither when nilOKol 
up with water. If cut dry witli a 
razor, the seetious peel off like shaviuRs, 
and even in very suial! iiieees they ;!re 
exccediiiRly iniiiervious to cold w'ater— 
they will lloat on the surface for we(d;s. 
IFot; Wilier or alcohol, however, weis 
tiieni readily. 

The siieeiuieii sent to EiiRlam] was 
Riven to :\nss ."SI. Dinvsoii, Ii. Sc.. who 
made careful microscopieal and chemical 
;inalysi.^ of the soap, the result of her 
rosoarclies beiii.- practically a coulirtnn- 
tioii of Prof. Macoun's theory as to It.^ 
n.'ilure and oriRin. 
l.Miss Djiwson's paper was rend before 
r'au'idian institute .and is published 
in panmhlet form as part of the transnc- 
lions of the institute.

MULTIPIyR TKLEGRAPIIY. 

Sixteen Messages iSeiit at Ghee Through 
One -Wire. 

What is considered the perfection of 
multiple teloRi-aphy has just been de- 
nionsrated in a series of experiiiieiils be- 
tween Paris and Bordeaux. The' ap- 
paratus is iuventod by M. Mercidier. 
one of the head masters ot the I'aris 
Polytechnic school. The ojieriitors 
found' no difficulty in transmit tin s' on 
the same iiwire; sixteen messages at tlio 
same time,'ana'T''ccelv-ed mrssagcs from 
an equal numbers of operators without 
the slightest confusion. 

Before the, Acnden^v of Science JI. 
Mereadier explained Ills new system. 
"It is based on tlie prinojpl.o of usim- 
undidntorv currents." ho said, ■ "instead 
of pontinnousi its well known' movments 
transmittlhg themyelves in undulations 
that co-evist without destroyiiie one .^n- 
of'er. Every drawiiiR room illustrates 
this— llie voices of tho different talkers 
the sounds of a piano, nirl other noises 
not iiilerferiiiR in tho sliglitcst dcRreo 
because' tliev are iiiidnlatiiur as we'I as 
Iiilelieil in difl'ereiit ko.vs. Tims I luiye 
used a mimber of transifiitters, each ae- 
rorded lo a diflono't note in the scale, 
and, I luTcd'ore, making a different niim- 
lier of vibration-. The first tfaiisinitters 
were tuned to O. the second to A, etc., 
each viliralioii seiuliiiR a short sharp 
I'lii-reiit over the wire. A correspoud- 
iiiR appnratii.s is phiced n(. Iho receiving 
end, each responding only to the similar-, 
ly tuaed transmitter,"
